cause of oppressed nations | 
when it might have left them 
to shift for themselves, and 
looked after its own defences. It 
did not have to go to war to pre¬ 
vent Poland’s invasion, but itl 
decided it would remove the] 
threst of Hitlerism from Europe, 
as it did over a century ago when 
Napoleon was the bad man of | 
Europe, continually stirring up 
war. There are all too many who ] 
while enjoying the liberties for 
which Great Britain has fought 
and will continue to fight, are use¬ 
less in helping to promote the 
ideals which gave them liberty 
and life under democratic govern, 
met. Time for plain speaking, it 
certainly is, when France, Great] 
Britain and its Dominions are! 
putting forth every effort and 
enduring sacrifice to champion 
the cause of oppressed European 
nations. 

T HE United States fought a 
c ivil war for nearly three 
years because it did not believe 
that the country could remain 
half slave and half free. Yet] 
to-day we have the spectacle of] 
attempts being made to compel 
the world to become slaves to ] 
Hitlerism, while certain politic¬ 
ians and pro-German sympathis¬ 
ers of the United States say it is 
none of their business,—let 
Europe settle its own quarrels 
Fortunately there is a large 
tion of public opinion which takes 
the opposite view, and whose 
influence will be brought to bear 
as the war lengthens. 

G REAT BRITAIN, the small¬ 
est country in Europe, with 
possibly the exceptions of Bel¬ 
gium and Switzerland, has al 
ways had to fight to preserve its 
liberty. Being surrounded en-
